vortex of international affairs.”

“One would wonder why any 
foreign country would -want to 
make reciprocal agreements with 
us if they must face the prospect 
that tRe whole arrangement 
would be bogged down for an 
unpredictable period in congres- 
sional legislative machinery. 
“This ~strait-jacket 
ure seems especially pointless 
since the Senate now has the 
power to require legislative 
implementation of any treaty as 
an incident to ratification, or

Holman said there was a-defi- 
nite danger that treaties would 
be used as a means of regulat- 
ing this country’s internal af- 
fairs and he quoted from a State 
Department bulletin of Septem- 
ber 1950, which said: “There is 
no longer any real distinction 
between ‘domestic’ and “foreign’ 
affairs.” 

Continuing, he said: “It is not 
our idea that the State Depart- 
ment can play fast and loose 
with all domestic issues. 

One Aim of Amendment. 

“One chief purpose of the 
Bricker amendment 
serve the traditional distinction 
between foreign and domestic 
affairs which both Jefferson and 
Hamilton so clearly recognized, 
and not to permit treaties to be- 
come domestic law within the 
United States except by regular 
congressional action.” 

Lashly declared the Bricker 
amendment would wipe out the 
doctrine of the famous case of 
Missouri versus Holland, which 
ultimately resulted in a treaty 
between the United States and 
Canada providing for control of 
migratory wildfow!. 

In this case, under the Brick- 
er amendment, the Federal 
Government would be reduced 
to “the status of a bystander, 
observing in helpless futility the 
slaughter of its migratory wild- 
life,” Lashly said. 

Passage of the Bricker amend- 
ment, now pending in Congress, 
would be exceedingly untimely 
and “would disparage our lead- 
ers in the eyes of the world 
and impair their negotiating ef- 
fectiveness with representatives 
of foreign powers, be they ene- 
my states or friends,” he as- 
serted. 

Iwo Resolutions Offered. 

Liberman offered a _ resolu- 
tion for disapproval of the 
Bricker amendment by the St. 
Louis Bar Association. McDon- 
ald countered with a resolution 
under which the organization 
would approve the proposal. 

Finally Blake, with a second 
by Donnell, suggested the ques- 
tion be referred to a committee 


for study. This resolution car- 
ried by a 2-to-l1 margin on a’ 


standing vote. 

The Bricker measure, ap- 
proved with modifications by the 
Senate Judiciary committee, re- 
quires support of two-thirds of 
the Senate. or 64 Senators, for 
passage, and wouid not become 
effective as a_ constitutional 
amendment until ratified by 
three-fourths of the states.

Containing Evidence 
That Harry G. Hale 
May Have Left. 


A police detail was placed to- 
day at the home of Harry G. 
Hale, murdered _ steamfitters’ 
former business agent, as plans 
were made to search for a sealed 
envelope that may contain evi- 
dence sought by the grand jury 
in its investigation of the Steam- 
fitters’ Union and its leaders. 

Mrs. Hale told authorities her 
husband, who was buried today, 
once showed her the envelope, 
before visiting the office of Cir- 
cuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd, 
and said: “This is. what Dowd 
wants. This will take care of all 
of them.” 

Hale, killed by a shotgun blast 
early Saturday behind his home 
at 2910 Barrett street, never gave 
Dowd the envelope. His wife 


was under the impression he 
later burned it. 
However, police, taking pre- 


cautions to frevent the ransack- 
ing of Hale's home, since dis- 
closure that the letter existed, 
established a gua@i there until 
the search is completed. 

Lawrence Callanan, ex-convict 
boss of the Steamfitters’ Union, 
and George E. Seaton, now busi- 
ness agent of Local 562, ap- 
peared under subpena at the 
corcuit court grand jury witness 
room today for questioning in the 
murder. Both have denied any 
knowledge of the killing, saying 
they were home at the time. 

Police also have interrogated 
Callanan's brother, former Sher- 
iff Thomas F. Callanan, and his 
bodyguard, Harvey Beavers Jr., 
ex-convict, but they also have 
thrown no light on the investi- 
gation, 

Hale, himself a former con- 
vict, had been questioned in 
bombings earlier this year of 
the Steamfitters’ Union office 
and of Thomas Callanan’s home.

Production. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 6 
(AP) — Antoine Pinay, former 
Premier of France, said yester- 
day the economic salvation of 
his country lies solely in in- 
creasing domestic production 
and not through financial and 
military aid from the United 
States. 

Considered one of his coun- 
try’s leading industrial and 
economic experts, Pinay is here 
to confer with bankers and bust- 
ness men “for my own informa- 
tion in my capacity as a private 
individual.”

Q. and A. on Taxes 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Several interesting questions 
were raised in your editorial of 
«Oct. 1, “Still a Sales Tax.” I take 
this opportunity to disagree with 
your answers, stated or implied, and 
submit more appropriate answers 
as follows: 

Q. If it is a good idea for the 
Federal Government to refrain from 
taxing manufactured products at re- 
tail, why is it not an equally good 
idea to refrain from taxing manu- 
factured products at all? 

A. It would be vastly more ex- 
pensive and complex to collect taxes 
from the 3,000,000 retail outlets than 
to collect similar taxes from the 
300,000 outlets involved in a tax at 
the manufacturer's level. 

Q. Is the Administration going to 
follow the National Association of 
Manufacturers in proposing a rate 
just sufficient to produce as much 
revenue as is now produced by se- 
lective excise taxes on particular 
products? 

A. Not likely, in view of the pres- 
ent $5,600,000,000 deficit and the 
eight billion dollars soon to be lost 
as emergency taxes die next year. 

Q. Or is the Administration going 
to propose a manufacturer’s tax suf- 
ficient to raise more revenue than 
do the present excises?

Public .Power Choke-Off 


The law giving public agencies and co-opera- 
tives first call on publicly-generated electric 
power is to be killed by the way it is admin- 
istered. That is the prospect as the Administra- 
tion’s No. 1 power man, Assistant Interior Sec- 
retary Aandahl, is clarifying it. 

Public agencies and co-ops will get first pref- 
erence as new sources of production are brought 
in, but only until private utility companies pre- 
empt the rest under 20-year contracts. (Short-. 
term contracts are made now.) After that, the 
public agencies and co-ops will have the prefer- 
ence in law, but the private companies will have 
it in fact. 

As their 20-year contracts run out, the private 
companies can apply to have them renewed for 
another 20 years. Mr. Aandahl says whether or 
not the companies will be able to renew the 
contracts indefinitely is “a detail which hasn't 
been worked out as yet.” 

It is also a “detail” which, if worked out in 
the affirmative, will give private companies in 
perpetuity power produced by public funds, 
while public agencies which possess prior claim 
to it under the law can whistle for it. 

. ~ = 

The new policy is being applied first in the 
Missouri Valley region, because new hydro- 
electric generating plants are just coming into 
production here as the rule is promulgated. 
This non-preferential administration of the pref- 
erence clause could do even more damage in the 
Missouri basin than in other parts of the nation. 
Since much of the region is subhumid and thinly 
populated, a fresh and resourceful approach to 
the utilization of electric power is needed to en- 
courage types of industry that will be allied with 
agriculture. No such approach is likely if the 
supply is largely monopolized by private utilities. 

The preference clause has been the law for 
nearly half a century, in Republican and Demo- 
cratic administrations alike. An effort to repeal 
it would meet with strong opposition in Congress 
and among the millions of people who have a 
stake in keeping their public power supply 
sound and healthy. That is perhaps why repeal 
has not been tried. 

Will stultification of the preference clause be 
any less political dynamite than repeal? We do 
not believe it will be. The 3,000,000 farm families 
that depend on it, the other millions served by 
municipal systems, the industries and business 
houses which rely upon public power sources, 
are too well informed for that. 

If the Administration follows the course Mr. 
Aandah] has described, public agencies can have 
preference to public generation only as long as 
it takes private companies to get around to fore- 
closing them from it. 

+ * 7. 

What would the public and co-op systems do 
from then on to meet the growing demands of 
their customers for power? They could accom- 
pany their customers in progress only so far 
and no farther. They would be reliable only if 
their available sources of power were sufficient. 
Since in a growing country a fixed amount of 
supply would not remain sufficient, they would 
depend for their lifeblood on private companies, 
which could choke them off either by not serv- 
ing them or by serving them at too high a price. 
The private companies, meanwhile, could meet 
growing demands, could be relied upon, could 
build their own generating plants in addition to 
drawing on publicly-financed sources as by pri- 
vate right. 

Is this the Administration’s conception of 
even-handedness? Is it good for the country to 
put a ceiling on the growth of areas served by 
public power systems? Is it desirable to under- 
mine the efficiency and the solvency, of dis- 
tribution systems which groups of citizens in 
localities throughout the country have created 
by their own initiative and paid for with their 
own money? 

The preference clause has benefited the peo- 
ple of the United States for a Jong time. It 
will continue to benefit them for a long time 
in the future if they will fight as hard to pre- 
vent its stultification as they would to prevent 
its repeal. : 
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No Mere Municipal Problem 


Mayor Tucker's projected 1800-mile tour of 
outstate Missouri ought to impress rural legisla- 
tors with the seriousness of St. Louis’s financial 
plight, and of the very real necessity for con- 
tinuing the city earnings tax. 

This will be the first time a St. Louis mayor 
has stumped the state for a city cause. He will 
be accompanied by former Mayor Kaufmann, a 
Republican, thus demonstrating the bipartisan 
nature of the city’s appeal to its outstate neigh- 
bors. And he will carry with him pledges of sup- 
port from an overwhelming majority of the city’s 
own legislators. ‘ 

But over and above these visible signs of the 
city’s unity in its hour of need is the fact that a 
thriving, progressive St. Louis is an asset to the 
whole state. For one thing, the city pays far 
more into the State Treasury than it gets back. 
If the city’s financial difficulties force it to- 
wards decay, the whole state is bound to suffer. 

The earnings tax represents the difference be- 
tween progress and decay for the city. Unless 
extended by the Legislature in special session 
before April 1, it will expire and with it will go 
a major means of revitalizing Missouri's first 
city. Surely the outstate legislators will not turn 
a deaf ear to the Mayor when he visits them in 
their home counties. It is their problem, too. 
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The Sales Tax in 1932 


As the conviction spreads that the Treasury 
department will ask Congress for a general 
sales tax at the manufacturing level, memory 
goes back to 1932, in the last days of the Hoover 
Administration, when another effort was made 
to establish this tax. 

At that time the Democratic leadership of the 
House agreed with Administration tax experts 
to support the sales tax, The proposal met such 
a storm of popular opposition, however, that in 
the end it was defeated, 223 to 153. Only 45 
Democrats and 108 Republicans voted for the 
sales tax in the showdown. 

There was one very important difference be- 
tween the sales tax proposal of 1932 and that 
which is so widely expected to be made in 1954. 
In 1932, the sales tax was suggested as only 
one phase of a general tax-increase program 
which included increases in the individual and 
corporation income taxes as well. 

If such a tax is proposed in 1954, however, it 
will be in conjunction with a decrease in in- 
come taxes, for the present rate on individual 
income is to be reduced, and the excess profits 
tax on corporations eliminated, next January. 

In 1932, the argument was made that a sales 
tax was necessary along with an increase in 
other taxes to balance the federal budget. In 
1954, the imposition of a sales tax after permit- 
ting other taxes to go down would emphasize 


that the purpose is not so much to raise revenue 
as to change the method of raising revenue. If 
Congress would not buy the sales tax in 1932, it 
will have even less reason to do so in 1954. 
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A Bar Decision Postponed 

The debate over the Bricker amendment to 
curtail the presidential treaty power has been 
going for so many months that an alert group 
of public-spirited citizens ought to have some 
idea of where it stands. 

The St. Louls Bar Association, however, does 
not know where it stands, not even after hear- 
ing the issues debated by Jacob Lashly of St. 
Louis and Frank E. Holman of Seattle, both 
former presidents of the American Bar Associa- 
tion. The St. Louis lawyers shelved a motion 
of opposition to the amendment and appointed 
a committee for further study. 

Well, we hope the further study enlightens 
the local bar enough to induce it to resist the 
strong pressure being put on lawyers all over 
the country to get behind the Bricker movement. 
Certainly the debate Monday night showed 
clearly what the alignment is. 

On the side of those who would cramp the 
treaty power as it has operated under the Con- 
stitution for 150 years, there are gross appeals 
to emotion, the incitation of vague alarms, an 
all too obvious hostility to the United Nations 
and a strong positive role for the United States 
in world affairs. 

On the side of those who oppose the Bricker 
amendment there is an appeal to reason, a 
sturdy faith in the good sense of the American 
people, their President 


e in 
hobbling the authority of its Chief Executive— 
an authority already powerfully checked by the 
Senate’s ratification power and by the general 
powers of Congress. 

As Mr. Lashly ably stated it, “It is beyond 
belief that the one great country upon which 
the fate of the world surely depends should 
propose to disparage or shackle the movements 
of its own leaders at such a time as this.” 
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Too Phull of Chlorophyll 


The buying public seems to have got its phyll 
of chlorophyll, at least in some of the more ex- 
otic applications. The Wall Street Journal reports 
that of 200 to 300 chlorophyll-containing products 
marketed last year, only 50 or fewer remain, 
while production, which shot up from 2000 
pounds in 1951 to 100,000 pounds in 1952, has 
now shot down again to 40,000 pounds. What 
can be the reasons? 

Apparently chlorophyll has been used too lit- 
tle, and then again it has been used too much. It 
has been used in too small quantities to do any 
good against odors—less than 1 per cent in 
some dentifrices and one and a half pounds to 
the ton in some dog foods: It has been used in 
so many diverse products that giggling broke out 
among the prospective customers: Reducing pills 
and mothballs, candies and shampoos, sport 
shirts, pipe tobacco, cigarettes, toilet paper, in- 
ner shoe soles and popcorn. 

Whether chlorophyll is a green bull or a green 
bear in the market place, it still enjoys an un- 
diminished popularity with the most sagacious 
of its consumers, Mother Nature. Chewing gum 
may come and reducing pills may go, but chlo- 
rophyll runs on forever. Unperturbed and im- 
perturbable, it is to be found today doing busi- 
ness as usual at the same old stand, making the 
grass green. 
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The Future of UNICEF 

The United Nations General Assembly is con- 
sidering this week what is to be the future of 
UNICEF. The letters mean “United Nations In- 
ternational Children’s Emergency Fund,” and 
the question is whether this activity of the or- 
ganization, originally set up to meet postwar 
emergencies, shall be extended. 

It would be hard to put your finger on a wor- 
thier U.N. function. Every day more than 70,000 
additional children the world over receive some 
benefit from its expanding work. Every day 
children in Asia, Latin America, Africa and the 
Eastern Mediterranean are made safer against 
tuberculosis, against malaria, against yaws. Every 
day children somewhere are protected by better 
nutrition from the “hunger sickness” that af- 
flicts all too many. 

UNICEF operates on the matching principle. 
For every dollar of aid it grants, the benefited 
government must spend at least that much. 

As the emergency which UNICEF was estab- 
lished to meet has not ended, it does not make 
sense that UNICEF should end. It is gratifying 
that the United States delegation has announced 
that it will vote to put the children’s fund on 
a permanent basis, and that this view seems to 
represent the concensus among U.N. leaders. 
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It Cost $100,000 

Brig. Gen. Patrick A. Hurley, who was Sec- 
retary of War in the Hoover Administration, 
has made three spirited attempts to get himself 
elected to the Senate as a Republican from 
New Mexico. Each time he has tried harder 
than before and when the 1952 returns showed 
him again defeated by Democratic Senator 
Dennis Chavez, Gen. Hurley decided to do 
something about it. He contended that he had 
been beaten out through wholesale frauds in 
balloting and counting. He demanded that Sen- 
ator Chavez be unseated in his favor. 

Taking the fervent protest seriously, the Sen- 
ate Elections Committee constituted a subcom- 
mittee consisting of Senator Barrett of Wyo- 
ming, chairman, and Senator Potter of Michi- 
gan, Republicans, and Senator Hennings of 
Missouri, Democrat. With $112,500 in two ap- 
propriations, they set up an investigating staff 
of 60 persons and spent a great deal of time 
in painstaking checking on the New Mexico re- 
turns. Since the Senate was narrowly divided 
but Republican controlled, Gen. Hurley pic- 
tured himself as probably casting crucial votes 
before the 1953 session ended. 

The subcommittee has now ended its work. 
Chairman Barrett has not yet officially an- 
nounced the findings, but Senator Hennings 
says that, in his opinion, “no fraud charge- 
able to Senator Chavez, his managers or any- 
one connected with his campaign” was found. 
The New York Times says that “unofficial re- 
ports seeping back to Washington have indi- 
cated that as the inquiry proceeded, Senator 
Chavez's margin of victory was widened rather 
than cut by the recount.” 


The full facts will come out sooner or later. 


Meantime a preliminary observation is in order. 
Election contests should be based on substantial 
complaints, not on surmise or speculation. If 
the advance reports are borne out by the offi- 
cial findings, the economy-bent Ejighty-third 
Congress could have saved a cool $100,000 on 
the contest demanded by the defeated G.O.P. 
Senate nominee in New Mexico.

Through his eloquent writing, Ernie 
Pyle managed to take the battlefield 
to the hearthstone of America, to bring 
the soldier into our hearts.

This was 
his gift to those at home who wanted 
to share, and in doing it he made the 
load a little lighter for the fighting man 
and for his family.

A Bid to Trail Around 


By the end of July 1943, our advance 
in Sicily had slowed as enemy resist- 
ance stiffened. Terry Allen’s infantry- 
men drove through Nicosia and came to 
a halt as they ran up against the ene- 
my’s defensive line outside the hilltop 
town of Troina. Meanwhile, the Forty- 
fifth division on the north coast road 
found itself blocked by well-placed Ger- 
man defenses at the seaside village of 
San Stefano. The period of rapid 
movement had ended, for now we are 
solidly up against the enemy's co-ordi- 
nated defensive position. 


Il Corps had moved its C.P. into a 
scanty olive grove on the side of a hill 
northeast of Nicosia when my aid Chet 
Hansen came into my trailer one eve- 
ning. 

“I've been talking to Ernie Pyle,” he 
said. “He'd like to trail around with 
you for a couple of days and do a col- 
umn or two on you.” 

At the time I was still wary of news- 
men. Thirty-two years in the peace- 
time Army had taught me to do my job, 
hold my tongue, and keep my name out 
of the papers. 


Affair of the Helmet 


“Why don’t we get out of it if we can 
without getting Pyle mad? I'd feel bet- 
ter off without all that publicity.” 

“But General, try looking at it this 
way,” Hansen said earnestly, “how 
many men do you have in the corps?” 

“Oh—about 80,000.” 

“Well—now for those 80,000 troops 
you've got better than a quarter-million 
fathers, mothers, wives and sweethearts 
in the United States, all of them worry- 
ing about these men. A good many of 
them are probably asking themselves: 
What sort of a guy is this Omar Brad- 
ley? Is he good enough to take care of 
my man? They’re the American people, 
General, and they’ve got a right to an 
answer. And believe me, Pyle is just 
the man to give them one.” 
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in the jeep with me for a couple of 
days.

A Commander's New Eyes 


It got to be a game with us. He was 
almost swallowed by his big steel hel- 
met. It looked uncomfortable on him 
and it was uncomfortable. He never 
complained. But he never wore the 
helmet either except when I was 
around. 


Riding around with Bradley was not 
without a certain amount of torment to 
him. Hal Boyle’s daily greeting was: 
“There goes that social-climbing col- 
umnist!” Chris Cunningham predicted 
that soon Ernie would be making re- 
marks like: “Well, I told Omar that his 
battle plan wouldn't work, but he in- 
sisted on trying it out anyhow.” Jack 
Thompson accused him of being “se- 
duced by the aristocracy.” 

But he stuck with me and took it all 
in stride, and he 
showed me our 
wonderful Army 
through new eyes 
—eyes that drank 
in every detail] of 
the battle, from the 
biggest plan to the 
smallest machine- 
gunner in action. 

From this man 
who, at the end of 
the day, would re- 
tell the things we 
had seen together, 
I better understood 
the feeling for bat- 
tle and the feeling 
for these men that had always been the 
soldier’s code of leadership.

Romance on the Riviera

Most of this novel is a prolonged love 
affair, “passionate and bold,” as adver- 
tised, but sometimes more passionate 
than plausible. 

The setting is the French Riviera at 
carnival time. Jacques Rainier, 40-year- 
old hero of two wars, has just volun- 
teered again. In 10 days he is to leave 
for the Orient to fight for the United 
Nations and for his “cause,” a vague 
right to pursue happiness. 

In a bar atmosphere of streamers and 
confetti he suddenly meets Ann Garan- 
tier, beautiful introvert wife of Holly- 
wood’s Willie Bauche. The liberal 
Willie, an Orson Wells type of produc- 
er - actor, doesn't 
mind Ann’s disap- 
pearance for a few 
days and even sanc- 
tions it up to a 
certain point. They 
have come to 
France to make 
films, however, and 
her continued ab- 
sence becomes ex- 
pensive as well as 
embarrassing. Be- 
sides, Willie is a 
mythomaniac who 
hes violent attacks 
of hives and asthma 
when confronted by 
reality. He cannot face the fact that 
Ann does not love him. 

But he has long expected such an 
affair, and through the contacts of a 
former Capone man, Willie had hired 
. deported gunman, Soprano, to shadow

Suspense is introduced by the uncer- 
tainty of the departure of Jacques, Ann 
wants him to remain; he has lost an 
arm in a previous war and may be able 
to induce the army to release him. The 
chapters shift from Ann to Willie and 
back to Ann. The middle of the 
story would collapse into a series of 
trite love scenes if it were not held to- 
gether by pages of poetic aphorisms. 

The reader is not surprised at the 
decision reached by Jacques but is mild- 
ly stunned at what the author does to 
Willie and Soprano. The translation is 
well done except when, from the very 
opening, personal pronouns are in- 
volved in ambiguous reference. 

Though readable, the book is not gen- 
uinely outstanding. The author’s com- 
patriot Raymond Queneau has portrayed 
mythomania more powerfully, in the 
Cervantes tradition, in his novel “The 
Skin of Dreams.” And Romain Gary's 
American characters sometimes seem 
right out of the pages of French news 
papers. “The Colors of the Day” can- 
not be dismissed altogether, however, 
and its best parts show that the author 
is capable of writing something much 
better.

Fix It Yourself

Anti-Slip Devices. 


HERE are a good many ways 

to get hurt these days, but 

slipping is probably still as 
good a way as any of getting in- 
to a hospital. There are any 
number of spots about the house 
where you can slip, but your 
best bets are the basement stairs 
or outside steps. 

One way to avoid slipping is 
just not to move—stay in bed 
and think. Another more prac- 
tical idea is to surface steps 
and stair treads with some 
material that will make them 
less slippery. An old stand-by 
for this job is paint or varnish 
which is applied and then 
sprinkled with sand before it is 
completely hard. This does pret- 
ty well indoors on basement 
stairs where there is not too 
much wear and no exposure to 
the weather. 

Another idea is to cover spots 
where slipping occurs with a 
non-slip surfacing that will with- 
stand wear and exposure to the 
weather. Such materials are avail- 
able these days in several colors 
and then can be attached with a 
special cement to almost any 
surface you are likely to have 
about—concrete, wood, tile, etc. 
The anti-slip material comes in 
a variety of shapes and sizes to 
fit just about every sort of appli- 
cation.

Expecting Too Much

é6 [mus a 10-year-old daughter,” a mother writes, “and 
I must say she is a problem. I would like to know what 
I can do to get her to become conscious of her per- 
sonal habits. 

“It seems that I just can't get her to keep her hands 
and face clean or to keep her clothes neat. And it isn't 
for the lack of training because I try to make her see the 
difference between a neat, scrubbed, and clean girl and a 
soiled, unneat girl of her age. 

“Sometimes I think I’m doing this too strong, so I 
ease off and see if she doesn’t do it on her own account 
but it seems to get worse. 

“Why at 5 years old, one couldn’t ask for a daughter 
so neat and mannerly. Could it be that I expect too much 
from my daughter of 10 years in age? Or is she just going 
through a stage where she doesn’t care? 

“I’m really concerned because she has been in this 
stage for two years, and it’s so exasperating to me at times 
that I just throw up my hands in disgust. 

“She belongs to the Girl Scouts and has nice clothes 
and a room of her own to put her things away neatly and 
most everything to work with so I can’t understand why 
with all these things she is so untidy.”

YOU HAVE ANSWERED your own question. It is 
natural that you should wish that your daughter would be 
neat and clean. But you are expecting too much from a 
10-year-old. 

As a rule, even girls of 11 don’t care very much about 
their appearance. They may be somewhat interested in 
having nice clothes, but not in taking care of them. And 
frequently they are not in the least interested in face, hair 
and nails, to say nothing of neck. 

Usually by 12 an improvement begins. But even 13- 
vear-old girls, many of whom wear lipstick and are quite 
varticular about their hair, are still not very attentive to 
hands and neck. An appreciation of neatness and cleanli- 
ness is acquired slowly. 
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THE GIRL SCOUTS provide one place or situation 
which might motivate her. Sometimes a girl of this age 
will listen to the leader and will do things she is not 
really ready to do just because the leader suggests it. You 
might have a talk with her Scout leader. 

But on the whole we would advise not saying too much 
about neatness. Insist on the weekly bath of course, and 
check on hands and teeth. A weekly clean-up with your 
help can even be an enjoyable experience. But realize 
that most 10-year-olds do not have a concept of the need 
or desirability of cleanliness or neatness. From their point 
of view it is just something that mother insists on. 

If you do not nag too much now, what you say may 
have more effect later on, and certainly you will live 
through this with less wear and tear on both you and your 
daughter.

Dictators Own Story of His Rise to Power | 


How He Built Up Nazi 


How did Hitler’s mind work? An intimate record of his 
thoughts has become available in a stenographic report of his 
private conversations during World War II, usually at dinner 
in his headquarters and attended only by the Fuchrer’s most 
trusted lieutenants. In this, the third in a series of these 
talks, condensed from “Hitler’s Secret Conversations” (copy- 
right, 1953, by Farrar, Straus, and Young, Inc.), the evil genius 
telis his own story of how he built the Nazi party and climbed 


te power. 
INCE the beginning of my 
§ political activity, I have 


made it a rule not to curry 
favor with the bourgeoisie. The 
political atti- 
tude of that 
class is marked 
by the sign of 
cowardice. It 
concerns itself 
exclusively with 
order and tran- 
quility, and we 
know in what 
sense to under- 
stand that. d | 

I aimed, in- P 
stead to awaken the enthusiasm 
of the working-class world for 
my ideas. The first years of 
my struggle were therefore con- 
centrated on the object: win 
over the worker to the Nation- 
al-Socialist party. Here’s how 
I set about it: 

I followed the example of the 
Marxist parties by putting up 
posters in the most striking red. 

I used propaganda trucks that 
were literally carpeted with 
posters of a flaming red, 
equipped with equally red flags 
and occupied by thundering 
loudspeakers. 

I saw to it that all the ini- 
tiates of the movement came to 
meetings without stiff collars 
and without ties, adopting the 
free-and-easy style so as to get 
the workers into their confi- 
dence. 

As for the bourgeois elements 
who, without being real fanat- 
ics, wanted to join the ranks of 
the National-Socialist party, I 
did everything to put them off 
—resorting to bawled-out prop- 
aganda, dishevelled clothes, etc. 
My object was to rid myself 
right from the beginning of the 
revolutionaries in rabbit's pelts. 

I ordered our protective serv- 
ice to treat our opponents 
roughly and chuck them out of 
our meetings with so little mild- 
ness that the enemy press — 
which otherwise would have ig- 
nored our gatherings—used to 
make much of the blows and 
wounds they give rise to, and 
thus called attention to them. 

I sent a few of our own peo- 
ple to take a course in public 
speaking in the schools organ- 
ized by the other parties. 
Thanks to this, we obtained a 
good insight into the arguments 
which would be used by those 
sent to heckle at our meetings, 
and we were thus in a position 
to silence them the moment 
they opened their mouths. 


I dealt with the women from 
the Marxist camp who took part 
in the discussions by making 
them look ridiculous. 

To convince women by rea- 
soned argument is always im- 
possible; to have had them 
roughly handled by the ushers 
of the meeting would have 
aroused public indignation, and 
so our best plan was to have 
recourse to ridicule, and this 
produced excellent results. 

At all my meetings I always 
spoke extempore. I had, how- 
ever, a number of party mem- 
bers in the audience, with or- 
ders to interrupt along lines 
carefully prepared to give the 
impression of a spontaneous ex- 
pression of public opinion, and 
these interruptions greatly 
strengthened the force of my 
own arguments. 

If the police intervened, wom- 
en of our party were given the 
task of drawing their attention 
either to opponents or to com- 
pletely unknown people who 
happened to find themselves 
near the entrance to the hall. 
In cases like this, the police 
invariably go about their job 
quite blindly, like a pack of 
hounds, and we found that this 
method was most efficacious 
both for ridding ourselves of 
undesirable elements of the 
audience and for getting rid of 
the police themselves. 

I disorganized the meetings 
of other parties by sending 
members of our party in the 
guise of ushers to maintain 
order, but in reality with in- 
structions to riot and break up 
the meeting. 

By judicious use of all the 
above methods, I succeeded in 
winning the support of such 
large numbers of the better ele- 
ments of the working classes, 
that, in the last elections that 
took place before our assump- 
tion of power, I was able to 
organize no fewer than 180,000 
Party meetings. 
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T was with Dr. Hans Luther, 
| the then President of the 

Reichsbank, that I had, in 
1933, one of my first discussions 
on the subject of our rearma- 
ment. In view of the deficit in 
the Reich budget, which then 
stood at about three milliard 
marks, and of the financial state 
of the Laender states, which 
was not much better, it was 
impossible to make even the 
smallest effort towards rearm- 
ament without the collaboration 
of the Reichsbank. 

In the course of this conver- 
sation I impressed upon Dr. Lu- 
ther that, unless she regained 
her military power, Germany 
was doomed to strangulation. 
Luther listened to me for two 
hours, at the end of which he 
assured me of his profoundly 
nationalist sympathies and 
promised me all the help he 
could give me. 

He then mentioned a precise 
figure, telling me that he would 
put a hundred million marks at 
my disposal! For a moment I 
thought I must have misunder- 
stood him, for I did not think 
it possible that a _ financier 
should have so little knowledge 
of the vast expense involved in 
a policy of rearmament, But 


when I asked him to repeat 
what he had said, Luther again 
gave me the figure of one hun- 
dred million. 

Further comment was obvi- 
ously superfluous, so I simply 
asked the President of the Reich 
(Paul von Hindenburg) to re- 
move the man from his office. 
This, however, was not possible 
without further ado, as_ the 
Reichsbank was still an inter- 
national organization. 

I was then compelled to try 
and reach an amicable agree- 
ment. I told Luther that any 
collaboration between us was 
impossible, that he might per- 
haps have some legal means of 
retaining his position, but that 
I had now assumed office, that 
I would brook no argument from 
him, and that, if the interests 
of the country demanded it, I 
should not even hesitate to 
break him: and then—and this 
was the idea that Otto Meissner 
veteran German diplomat had 
suggested as a solution—I of- 
fered him the post of ambassa- 
dor to Washington, if he would 
voluntarily resign his present 
position. 

This he declared himself 
ready to accept, provided I 
would add an allowance of 50,- 
000 marks a year to his pension. 

So I had to pay good money 
to open the way for the ap- 
pointment of a man of interna- 
tional reputation to the Presi- 
dency of the Reichshank — Dr. 
Hjalmar Schacht. Schacht un- 
derstood at once that it would 
be ridiculous to think of launch- 
ing any rearmament program 
unless we were prepared to vote 
many milliards for its imple- 
mentation. 
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N this manner I was able to 
] extract a sum of eight mil- 

liards, though the announce- 
ment of the figure caused Count 
von Schwerin-Krosigk, the then 
Minister of Finance, many 
grave misgivings. 

At this moment General Wer- 
ner von Blomberg was unfor- 
tunately stupid enough to dis- 
close that, apart from these 
eight milliards, a further sup- 
plementary sum of 12 milliards 
would be required to carry out 
the preliminary phase of the 
rearmament program. I re- 
proached Blomberg bitterly for 
his indiscretion. 

After all, seeing that the 
whole gang of financiers is a 
bunch of crooks, what possible 
point was there in being scru- 
pulously honest with them? 

It is Schacht who was. the 
instigator of the plan, subse- 
quently put into practice, of de- 
valuing German shares held 
abroad. Most of these repre- 
sented reparations held in. the 
form of shares; these shares 
were then later purchased in 
the open market by intermedi- 
aries on our behalf at prices 
varying from 12 per cent to 18 
per cent of their real value, aft- 
er which German industry was 
compelled to redeem from us at 
par value. In this way, thanks 
to a profit of 80 per cent and 
over, we were able to organize 
an export dumping campaign 
which brought in three-quarters 
of a milliard marks in foreign 
currency. 

It is greatly to Schacht’s 
credit that he remained com- 
pletely silent on the existence 
of this foreign currency. 

It was only in 1938, when war 
was obviously inevitable, that 
I made publicly known the ex- 
istence of these reserves. It was 
clear that the future belliger- 
ents would, like ourselves, make 
the most strenuous efforts to 
buy up any and everything in 
the way of raw materials that 
the world’s markets had to of- 
fer. Speed, therefore, was es- 
sential if we wished to avoid 
seeing our gold and foreign 


currency reserves transformed. 


suddenly into paper and metal 
of no value. 

It was Walther Funk (later 
minister of economics) that I en- 
trusted the task.of buying our 
share of raw materials. In spite 
of his ability, I felt I could not 
quite trust Schacht in this mat- 
ter, for I had often seen how 
his face lit up when he suc- 
ceeded in swindling somebody 
out of a 100-mark note, and I 
feared that in the face of such 
temptation he would quite prob- 
ably try his freemasen’s tricks 
on me! 
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When I roundly refused to 
consider any compromise and 
accept the Vice-Chagcellorship 
in a Franz von Papen Cabinet, 
and after the vain and treach- 
erous attempts of General Kurt 
von Schleicher, supported by 
Gregor Strasser, had failed to 
split the solid unity of the party, 
political tension reached its 
zenith, 


It's an Idea

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ADOLF HITLER RETURNS A SALUTE FROM HIS FOLLOWERS IN MUNICH IN 1930. 


Not only did Schleicher fail to 
win over a log-rolling majority 
in the Reichstag, but as a re- 
sult of his go-slow policy as re- 
gards national economy, the 
number of unemployed rose, 
during the first 15 days of his 
regime, by no less than a quar- 
ter of a million. 

In January 1933—one month, 
that is, after his assumption of 
office—Schleicher saw no other 
alternative but to dissolve the 
Reichstag and form a military 
cabinet, upheld solely by the 
support of the President of the 
Reich. 

But the idea of a military dic- 
tatorship, in spite of his great 
personal confidence in General 
Schleicher, filled old von Hin- 
denburg with the livliest appre- 
hension. For in his heart of 
hearts the old gentlemen was 
opposed to soldiers meddling in 
politics; besides that, he was 
not prepared to go further in 
the delegation of political plen- 
ipotentiary power than he felt 
himself able to do in accord- 
ance with his constitutional 
oath. 

Faced with this situation of 
political tension, von Hinden- 
burg, through the intermediary 
of von Papen, approached me, 
and in the famous Cologne con- 
versations explored the ground. 
For myself, I had the impres- 
sion that all was going well for 
me. I made it quite clear, there- 
fore, that I would not hear of 
any compromise, and threw my- 
self, heart and soul, personally 
into the Lippe electoral cam- 
paign. 

After the electoral victory at 
Lippe—a success whose impor- 
tance it is not possible to over- 
estimate—the advisers of the old 
gentleman approached me once 
more. A meeting was arranged 
at the house of Joachim von 
Ribbentrop (later German for- 
eign minister) with Hindenburg’s 
son and Herr von Papen. At this 
meeting I gave an unequivocal 
description of my reading of the 
political situation, and declared 
without mincing words that ev- 
ery week of hesitation was a 
week irrevocably wasted. 

The situation, I said, could 
be saved only by an amalgama- 
tion of all parties, omitting, of 
course, those fragmentary bour- 
geois parties which were of no 
importance and which, in any 
case, would not join us. Such 
an amalgamation, I added, could 
be successfully assured only 
with myself as Reichs chan- 
cellor. 

At this juncture I deliberately 
neglected my work within the 
party in order to take part in 
these negotiations, because I 
considered it of the highest im- 
portance that I should legiti- 
mately take over the chancellor- 
ship with the blessing of the old 
gentleman. For it was only as 
constitutionally elected chan- 
cellor, obviously, and before un- 
dertaking any measures of re- 
construction, that I could over- 
come the opposition of all the 
other political parties, and avoid 
finding myself in constant con- 
flict with the Wehrmacht. 

My decision to attain power 
constitutionally was influenced 
primarily by my knowledge of 
the attitude of the Wehrmacht 
vis-a-vis the chancellorship. 

If I had seized power illegal- 
ly, the Wehrmacht would have 
constituted a dangerous breed- 
ing place for a coup d’etat in 
the nature of the Roehm putsch 
(Ernst Roehm, Nazi _ leader 
charged with conspiracy to 
overthrow Hitler and later ex- 
ecuted); by acting constitution- 
ally, on the other hand, I was 
in a position to restrict the ac- 
tivities of the Wehrmacht to 
its legal and strictly limited 
military function — at least un- 
til such a time as I was able to 
introduce conscription. 

One that was accomplished, 
the influx into the Wehrmacht 
of the masses of the people, to- 
gether with the spirit of nation- 
al socialism and with the ever- 
growing power of the national 
socialist movement, would, I 
was sure, allow me to overcome 
all opposition among the arm- 
ed forces, and in particular in 
the corps of officers. 
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N Jan. 24, 1933 — the day 
() ateer the SA (Nazi Storm 

Troops) assault on the Karl- 
Liebknecht-Haus (Communist 
headquarters) in Berlin had re- 
sulted in a tremendous loss of 
prestige for the Communist 
party and caused great indigna- 
tion in Berlin — I was again 
invited by. von Papen to a con- 
ference. 

Von Papen told me at once 
that Schleicher had formally 
asked the old gentleman for 
plenipotentiary powers to set up 
a military dictatorship, but that 


- the latter had refused and had 


stated that he proposed inviting 


i 


Adolf Hitler, in the role of 
leader of a national front, to 
accept the chancellorship and 
to form a Government, with 
the proviso that von Papen 
should be nominated vice-chan- 
cellor. 

I replied that I took cogni- 
zance of the offer, and, with- 
out permitting any discussion 
of detail, stated the conditions 
under which I was prepared to 
accept. These were the immedi- 
ate dissolution of the Reichstag 
and the organization of new 
elections. 
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N Jan. 28 the Weimar Repub- 
Oiic finally collapsed. Scleich- 

er resigned, and von Papen 
was instructed to sound the var- 
ious parties with a view to the 
formation of a new Govern- 
ment. For my own part, I at 
once declared that any half- 
measures were now unaccept- 
able to me. The twenty-ninth, 
naturally, was buzzing with con- 
ferences. 

The next afternoon (Herr- 
mann) Goering brought me the 
news that on the morrow the 
old gentleman proposed offici- 
ally to invite me to accept the 
chancellorship and the task of 
forming the Government. 

Late in the afternoon, we 
were surprised by a completely 
insane action by Schleicher and 
his clique. According to infor- 
mation received from Lt.-Col. 
von Alvensleben, Gen. von 
Hammerstein had put the Pots- 
dam garrison on an alarm 
footing; the old gentleman was 
to be bundled off to East Prus- 
sia to prevent his interference, 
and the Wehrmacht was to be 
mobilized to stop by force the 
assumption of power by the 
NSDAP (Hitler’s Nazi party). 

My immediate counter-action 
to this planned putsch was to 
send for the Commander of the 
Berlin SA, Graf Helldorf, and 
through him to alert the whole 
SA of Berlin. At the same time 
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I instructed Major Wecke of 
the Police, whom I knew I could 
trust, to prepare for a sudden 
seizure of the Wilhelmstrasse 
(sect of the chancellery) by six 
police battalions. 

Through Herr von Papen I 
informed the old gentleman of 
the Schleicher clique’s inten- 
tions. Finally I instructed Gen- 
eral von Blomberg (who had 
been selected as Reichswehr 
Minister elect) to proceed at 
once, on arrival in Berlin at 8 
a.m. on January 30 direct to the 
old gentleman to be sworn in, 
and thus to be in a position, as 
commander-in-chief of the 


Reichswehr, to suppress any 
possible attempts et a coup 
d'etat 


By 11 o’clock on the morning 
of January 30, I was table to 
inform the old gentleman that 
the new cabinet had been 
formed, and that the majority 
in the Reichstag required by 
constitution to enable it to func- 
tion had been acquired. Shortly 
afterwards I received at the 
hands of the old gentleman my 
appointment as chancellor of the 
German Reich. 

At the beginning my task as 
head of this Cabinet was the 
reverse of simple. With the ex- 
ception of (Wilhelm) Frick (Min- 
ister of Interior), I had initially 
not one single National-Socialist 
member of the cabinet. 

Within a week or so my re- 
lations with Hindenburg began 
to improve. One day, when he 
wanted to see me about some- 
thing or other, I invited his

attention to the custom he him- 
self had stablished ly, 
that I could not visit him except 
in the company of von Papen— 
and pointed out that the latter 
was at the moment away from 
Berlin. The old gentleman re- 
plied that he wished to see me 
alone, and that in future the 
presence of von Papen could be 
regarded as unnecessary. 

Within three weeks we had 
progressed so far that his atti- 
tude towards me became affec- 
tionate and paternal. 

When later the first results of 
the elections began to come in 
our relations had attained such 
a degree of frank cordiality, that 
the old gentleman exclaimed in 
a voice charged with real satis- 
faction: “Hitler wins!”

ND when the overwhelming 
A victory of the National So- 

cialists was confirmed, he 
told me straight out that he had 
always been averse to the par- 
liamentary game and was de- 
lighted that the comedy of elec- 
tions was now done with, once 
and for all. 

It was by no means easy to 
convince the old gentleman, but 
once one had done so, he always 
gave his fullest support to what- 
ever it might be. 

For instance, at first he would 
not hear of any anti-semitic 
measures. But when, at a din- 
ner at the Swedish Legation, at 
which both were present, the 
King of Sweden expressed cer- 
tain criticisms of the German 
policy towards the Jews, the old 
gentleman refuted them, saying 
in his deep, sonorous, bass voice 
that this was a purely domestic 
German affair, with which the 
German Chancellor alone was 
competent to deal. 

For the fact that the old gen- 
tleman so faithfully followed my 
lead and always did his utmost 
to understand my intentions, I 
am deeply grateful. 

Once I had won him over to 
my side, the old gentleman's 
solicitude towards me was truly 
touching. Again and again he 
said that he had a chancellor 
who was sacrificing himself for 
his country, and that often he 
could not sleep at night for 
thinking of “his chancellor fly- 
ing from one part of the Reich 
to another in the service of the 
people.” What an eternal shame 
it was, he added, that such @ 
man must belong to one party.
